Tho rain guage at the Southern 


Pacific station showed that 1.10 inch- 
es of rain fell in the precipitation 
which began Sunday afternoon, with 
a freak hail storm about 5 p.m., end- 
ing with a.heavy downpour through- 
out the early part of the night. The 
season's record is now 22.06 inches. 


A heavy blanket of snow fell in 


the Sierra No'vadas, reaching Wen 
to the foothills north of Glendora. 
All of the mountain camps reported 
snow from 3 to 8 inches. The rain 
was explained by Colonel Hershey, 
U. S. cmeterologist, as due to areas 
of cool and .warm temperatures meet- 
ing. The lowest temperature in April 
since 1922 was recorded in Los An- 
geles on Sunday, when the mercury 
•fell to 42 degrees.

Twenty-five percent of the 
acreage showed a temperature of 31 
degress and fifty percent 31 1-2 de- 
grees, it will" be of interest to the 
;rowers to know that the* tempera- 
ure tower erected on the W. S. Saw- 
rer grove at Merced and Puento re- 
orded the following temperatures: 
Five feet from the ground, 30.4; 


10 feet, 30.1; 15 feet, 30.1.; 20 feet, 
29.6; 25 feet, 29.4; 30 feet,, 29.7; 
35 feet, 30.9; 40 feet, 30.5 degrees. 


The .next speaker 'was Carlyle 


Thorpe, manager of the California, 
Valnut Growers' association, who 
made an appeal to the growers to do 
everything in their power to prevent 
he spread of aphis and the codlin 
moth during the coming season. He 
stated that there was every indica- 
tion throughout the state for a nor- 
mal yield and fair prices might be 
ixepected for tho coming crop.

SECRETARY'S REPORT 


During the 1926 season there was 


received at the packing house a 
gross total of 3,840,247 pounds of 
walnuts, or 1920 tons, as against 
3681 tons in 1927, a decrease of 1761 
tons, or a 'crop of 48 per cent under 
1925. This small crop was delivered 
to the packing house in 2808 loads. 


The blows in 1926 ran 5.9 per cent, 


as against 5.3 in 1925; culls, 16.8 per 
cent, as against 14.5; No. 2's.6 of 1 
per cent, as against 6 per cent; me- 
dium buds 5 per cent, as against 
31.7 per cent. This indicated a per- 
centage of culls and blows practically 
the same as in 1925, No. 2's and 
medium buds materially less, and 
that the crop as a whole was much 
better as to size than in 1825. 


The gross value of the 1920 crop 


was $787,838.61, a grand average of 
20.5 cents per pound and not to the 
growers, excluding value of culls and 
blows, of 18-1 cents for orchard run. 
This 'compares with tlie gross value 
of $1,442,369.25 for 1925 and a net 
to the grower of 16.9 cents for or- 


; as' well as the board of di- 


rectors and 'the various committees, 
will serve until the charter is grant- 
e<l by the 8eui6r"den,-when a regular 
election of officers will be held.

White Point 


Sewer Ontfet 
Permit Granted 


Final decision in favor of White 
'o'.nt as the location of. the outlet! 
it the metropolitan sewer was made 
y tho California state board of 
ealth on April 2, when it granted to 
le county sanitation districts a. per- 


mit to construct the ocean outfall at 
White Point. The action of the state 


oard of health ia granting tho per- 


mit is taken as the final victory of 


he sanitation districts in working 
ut this huge project. 
The decision was reached by the 
tate board after a most exhaustive 
nvestigation. and it is noteworthy 
hat the highest authorities favored 
he White Point location as original- 
y planned by the sanitation districts 
,nd advocated by Chief Engineer A. 
C. Warren. 
.The report of the bureau of sani- 
iiry engineering of the state board 
f health in its report of March 4, 
n which the White Point outlet is 
ecommended, states,, "We cannot 
onceive of carrying on sewage 
reatment in Los Angeles county 
with less offense to anyone than is 
nr&vided by these) plans." 


Thus it appears that the White 


*oint outlet will be satisfactory and 
iece,ptable to all interests affected. 


It should be recognized that in a 


irbjeet of this character there is 
>ound to be many obstacles which 
lave to be overcome. In the relative- 
y short delay which has' ensued in 
;he final determination as to the lo- 
cation of the outlet, opportunity has 
>een given to thoroughly review the 
)roje'ct from all angles and the de- 
ay may really be the good fortune 
of the sanitation districts, in that 
;here can bo no further argument, 
and it is assured that the plan, is 
right. 


Construction work can now proceed 


without further serious obstruction. 
The districts are proceeding with the 
construction of temporary treatment 
works to provide sewage disposal fa- 
cilities prior to the completion of the 
entire project. The actual time re- 
quired for the construction, of the 
main outlet will be about a year and 
a half.

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Sober Sacramento— 


Aside from any other impression of importance which 


may be obtained through a visit to Sacramento these days, 
there is one that.to the old-timer is striking. It is the 
absence of the twenty-four hour drink-fest that was an 
accompaniment to legislative deliberations in the old days. 


Returning from several days spent at this present 


session the editor of this newspaper remembered he had 
not seen any man drunk at the state capitol during that 
period. 
No doubt there were some who enlivened their 


visit to the halls of law-making by a few surreptitious 
drinks, but it must have been wholly in secret, as there 
was no surface indication of the presence of the cup that 
cheers and inebriates. 


This editor has seen some roaring times at Sacramento 


in years past. • Everybody, in the so-called "good old 
days," seemed to believe that drinking was an inevitable 
accompaniment to the transacting of the people's business. 
A few did not drink, even then, of course, and because of 
principle, or because they could get what they came after 
better by remaining sober. But in the main, the lobbyists, 
visitors and many of the legislators kept near the big 
saloons that ran day and night. 


This sober, alert, right-minded crowd we observed last 


week at Sacramento is the new order under prohibition. 
What may be said of the faults of the liquor laws is not in 
conflict with the fact that better things have come in the 
wake of prohibition. Making laws at Sacramento may 
not be as exciting a sport as in the past, but the laws made 
are at least given more sober thought than in days of old. 


Obstructions Removed— 


the progress of projects in Los Angeles county have been 
successfully sidetracked at Sacramento. Legislators from 
the south -were a unit in preventing several laws from pass- 
age or introduction, and members of the board of super- 
visors of this county performed splendid work in this re- 
spect at the state capital. 


There is a feeling over the state that Los Angeles 


county should know the fundamentals of flood control, as 
it has been the pioneer in this respect, and there is a ten- 
dency to defer these questions to this county, at least at 
present. 


Educators Oppose Ptiblicity— 


Opposition of school teachers and paid employes of 


the educational system of the state to assembly bill 151, 
requiring school trustees to publish their annual budget 
of expenditures, which opposition has so far succeeded in 
tabling the bill in the assembly committee on education, 
will probably lead to a state-wide campaign for acquaint- 
ing the public with school expenditures, according to As- 
semblyman Myron D. Witter of Imperial county, author 
of the bill. 


"I have received communications from school trustees, 


county supervisors, chambers of commerce and the fore- 
man of one county grand jury urging passage of this bill," 
said Mr. Witter, "and there seems to be a general desire 
on the part of the taxpayers that this information be pub- 
lished. 


"Those opposing this bill have apparently been mis- 


informed as to its real intent. They oppose it on the 
grounds of the expense to the school district in publishing 
such a statement once in a newspaper of general circulation 
within the district. The publication called for is that of 
the form budget prescribed for the school districts of the 
state by the superintendent of public instruction. The 
average cost of this publication would be about $16.50. 
That is what it would cost in San Bernardino county and 
that county can be considered a fair average. 


"A letter cireuk-.ted among members of the assembly 


by Mrs. Susan M. Dorsey, superintendent of the Los An- 
geles city schools, states that this bill 'would involve the 
throwing away of hundreds of thousands of dollars in this 
state.' 
Thisi letter- evidently based on mis-information, 


declares that the great waste of public money would result 
by requiring publication in a newspaper and suggests mak- 
ing the report available in pamphlet form for anyone who 
desires it. 
Pamphlet publication would not give general 


notice and would be more expensive than newspaper pub- 
lication. 


"Because I am a newspaper publisher there has been 


an insinuation that I have had some ulterior motive in this 
bill by attempting to create revenue for newspapers. The 
small amount of revenue that would accrue from this pub- 
lication makes such a charge absurd. The sole purpose of 
this bill is to give to the public a published statement of 
the school district budget. I arn informed that over fifty 
per cent of the tax dollar goes to schools. Certainly the 
public is entitled to a statement of the annual budget. 


"There is 110 thought of criticism of school expendi- 


tures in this bill. Our schools should be adequately financ- 
ed. The best way to insure such finances is to keep the tax- 
payers advised as to how the mosey is spent.

Keem to me that teachers and school employes should favor 
publication of susth information rather than oppose it, 
whea they know the truth as to the probable cunt of pub- 
lication."

Beach City Sells 


Gas System to 
Private Company 


Municipal ownership of a gas ^ys- 


tem does not work out. in actual prac- 
tice as satisfactorily and as favor- 
ably as the taxpayer is sometimes 
led to believe. Another instance of 
the failure of a municipal gas system 
ia that of Huntington Beach, which 
on March 10th sold its entire gas dis- 
tribution system and properties to a 
private company, after nearly -thir- 
teen years of experimentation in the 
intricacies of operating a'gas depart- 
ment. 


For a number of years the city of 


Huntington Beach owned and oper- 
ated its own gas distribution system. 
It purchased gas at the city limits 
from a private company, at a low 
cost and retailed the gas to its 1500 
domestic consumers. 


During the past six months the 


invasion of the oil industry within 
the city's residential district neces- 
sitated tho abandonment of several 
thousand dollars worth, of gas line 
and equipment. As one part of the 
city was turned into an oil field, an- 
other section took on the appearance 
of a residential district. 


Two serious problems at once con- 


fronted the Huntington Beach gas 
department—that of absorbing the 
loss sustained by the abandonment 
of a part of the city's distribution 
system and the problem of raising 
funds sufficient to build a network of 
mains to the newly arisen residential 
territory. 


Tho fact that the municipal gas 


properties, with gas rates 12 per cent 
higher than was charged by a private 
company in nearby 'cities, were pay- 
ing but a small percentage of pro- 
Bts, together with the .problem of pro- 
viding a large storage holder, caused 
the city trustees to consider the mat- 
ter of disponing of the gas system. 


Following a careful analysis of the 


situation, after seriously considering 
the advisability of increasing the 
gas rates, or permitting tho service 
to lag, the board of trustees decided 
in favor of disposing of the system 
to a privately owned gas company. 


The question of the sale was plac- 


ed on the ballot anL on February 8th 
the voters of Huntington Beach 
elected by an overwhelming majority 
of 7 to 1, to sell the gas properties 
to a private company. 


Accordingly, on March 10th, the 


properties were formaly turned over 
to the Southern Counties Gas eorc.- 
pany, which distributes natural gas 
to

22,000 consumers 


throughout Orange county. The sale 
links the Huntington Beach, gas con- 
sumers with the large and flexible 
transmission system of the Southern

are connected with all of 
stantial gas producing fields 
Southern California. 


As one consumer stated: 
"Now we don't have to worry 


about gas service or pressure condi- 
tions, if a line has to be extended 
to a now section of our city, we 
know that the privately owned util- 
ity is financially in a position to 
make such an extension. Bate trou- 
bles, service troubles, and our gas 
worries are things of the past. We 
are now receiving first class, metro- 
politan, natural gas service at cheap- 
er rates than we had under munici- 
pal operation." 


Huntington Beach is the last of 


four California cities which formerly 
operated their own gas distribution 
to revert back to private ownership 
within the ,past three or four years. 


The other California cities which 


recently gave up the municipal own- 
ership experiments are: Santa Clara, 
which sold out to the Pacific Gas & 
Electric company during January, 
Newport Beach, which disposed of its 
gas distribution system during 1923, 
and the city of Avaloii. There re- 
mains only the city of Long Beach 
operating its gas distribution, pro- 
perties, and this city, according to 
statisticians, is today receiving a 
large percentage of its gas supply 
from privately owned utilities. 


Four years ago, when Long Beach 


elected to o.perate its own gas pro- 
perties, the voters of Long Beach 
were told that tue gas supply avail- 
able from, nearly oil fields would 
last them for many years. The rec- 
ords of the city's gas department 
show, however, that had privately 
owned gas companies not beeri able 
to supply tho city of Long Beach 
with more than 11,000,000,000 cubic 
feet of natural gas in December 24th, 
thousands of Long Beach consumers 
under municipal ownership would 
ha.ve been unable to <cook their even- 
ing meal and their -iurkeys on Christ- 
mas day. 


Average Farm

$1,598 Per Year 


Expenditures of farm families, as 


revealed in a survey by the United 
States department 
of" agriculture, 


provide stores ia rural communities 
with an informative measure of sales 
possibilities.

2880 families in selected localities of 
eleven states averaged $1598 a year. 
Of the total expense, the department 
explains, the average family spends 
$059 for food, $235 for clothing, $200 
for house rent, $40 for furniture and 
equipment, $213 for operating ex- 
penses, $61 for maintenance and 
health, $41 for life and health insur- 
ance, $105 for "advancement," $41 
for personal goods, and $3 for un- 
classified 
goods. 
More than two- 


fifths of the $1598 worth of goods 
used per family, or $684 worth, was 
supplied by the farm, tho survey 
showed.

Research Bureau 
Says Country Is 
Getting Richer 


The national bureau of economic 


research tells us we are getting 
richer, richer not merely in dollars, 
but richer in what the dollar will 
buy. 
The year 1920 was a good one, 


almost too good to be' true; so good, 
in fact, that we failed to kee.p on 
climbing and dropped back in 1921. 
But since 1921 the national income 
has climbed steadily, a growth in 
half a dozen years, of 40 per cent. 
That's in dollars, and the average 
price of good* to the Consumer was 
slightly less in '20 than it was in '21. 


In 1921, says the bureau, bur total 


"•current income" was $62,736,000,- 
000. 
In 1926 it was $89,682,000,000. 


Per capita the jump was from $597 
to $770, or per worker, from $1,537 
to $2,010. 


Imposing figures of a great nation- 


al prosperity, figures which cannot 
but raise the question anew: 
'' Can this increase keep on inde- 


finitely?" 


A chart of income per capita meas- 


ured in 1913 dollars is interesting. 
From 1909 to 1921 the raise was 
slight, any gain being almost over- 
come by the drop from 1919 to 1921. 
Since then the march has been up- 
ward. 


From another source, the National 


Industrial Conference Board, comes 
an estimate of how these incomes are 
earned. The Board's survey shows 
that fewer persons worked in propor- 
tion to the population in 1925 than 
in 1920 or 1910. 


Various factors have contributed 


to this. More and more our popula- 
tion is extending the time devoted 
to education. We are <1oing more 
things by machine, so that the num- 
ber of employees has not grown so 
fast as our increased population, 
while our farm population has drop- 
ped. 


In other words, we are turning 


from an agricultural to an industrial 
country 
without 
a proportionate 


change of our population from farm 
to factory. Then, perhaps, more men 
with increasing national prosperity 
are quitting the field of "gainful 
occupation" at an earlier age. 


In any event, fewer persons seem 


to be succeeding in making more 
money.
